Officer  Hinckley  and  Tasker 
jumped  the  fence  to  get  alongside 
the  canal  and  as  near  to  the  boy 
as  possible,  while  Sgt.  Recco 
called  for  additional  assistance 
from  the  Lowell  Police  and  Fire 
Departments.  Sgt.  Recco  then 
joined  in  the  efforts  to  get  the

floating  down  the  canal  to  the 
dangerous  currents  of  the  hydro¬ 
electric  plant.  Tasker  then  wad¬ 
ed  in  and  the  three  brought  San¬ 
quiches  to  shore  via  a  human 
chain. 

Shortly,  with  the  arrival  of 
several  police  cruisers  and  an  am¬ 
bulance,  he  was  brought  to  the 
hospital  and  later  released. 

When  later  interviewed,  Recco 
and  Hinckley  said  that  the  real 
problems  were  the  extremely

into  the  canal,  it  seems  that  he  and 
some  friends  were  swinging  on  a 
rope  near  the  river,  and  he 
somehow  managed  to  slip  in.  Sgt. 
Recco  suggests  rather  strongly 
that  the  rope  should  be  cut  down. 

University  Police  Chief  James 
W.  Rowe,  Sr.,  praises  the  quick 
actions  of  John  Tasker  and  the 
alert  response  by  Sgt.  Recco  and 
Officer  Hinckley  for  keeping  a 
scary  incident  from  turning  into 
something  much  worse. 


Former  trustee  connected 
with  suspected  loan  shark

Edmond  “Gus”  Coutu, 
former  chairman  for  the 
University  of  Lowell’s  Board  of 
Trustees  and  current  member  of 
Lowell’s  city  council,  has  ad¬ 
mitted  owing  $10,000  in  gambl¬ 
ing  debts  to  a  suspected 
organized  crime  figure. 

The  Boston  Herald  released 
the  contents  of  tapes  containing 
phone  conversations  reputed 
organized  mobster  John  R. 
“Jackie”  McDermott  had  with 
Coutu  and  other  ranking  city  of¬ 
ficials. 

Last  May,  McDermott  and 


eighteen  others  were  charged 
with  operating  a  $12  million-a- 
year  crime  operation  whose  func¬ 
tions  included  loansharking,  gam¬ 
ing,  and  the  distribution  of  stolen 
goods. 

Coutu  was  called  before  the 
grand  jury  during  the  indictment 
proceedures  as  a  witness  and  vic¬ 
tim  to  the  alleged  loansharking 
and  gambling  practices  of 
McDermott’s  organization. 

In  a  press  release  issued  to  the 
Lowell  Sun,  Coutu  called  his 
gambling  practices  acts  of  ‘poor 
judgement.’ 

“I  want  to  start  off  by  offering 


an  apology  to  the  people  of  the  ci¬ 
ty  of  Lowell,”  Coutu  was  quoted. 

He  continued  by  stating  that  the 
leak  was  given  out  by  a  faction 
determined  to  see  his  re-election 
bid  fail.  “There  is  a  special  in¬ 
terest  group  trying  to  control  this 
city,  the  same  group  that  went  all 
the  way  to  the  govenor’s  office  to 
remove  me  from  the  board  of 
trustees  of  the  University  of 
Lowell.” 

When  asked  whether  the  ad¬ 
ministration  knew  of  Coutu ’s 
gambling  practices  while  he  was 
a  trustee,  Dean  Thomas  Taylor 
stated,  “Not  to  my  knowledge.”

Without  the  outstanding  con¬ 
tributions  of  many  African- 
Americans  in  the  Sciences, 
Technologies  and  the  Arts, 
America  would  not  be  the  leader 
or  trend-setter  that  it  is  today.  The 
work  of  the  two  African- 
Americans  profiled  in  this  article 
has  been  energy  related. 

The  lubricating  cup,  which 
made  possible  the  automatic  oil¬ 
ing  of  machinery  was  invented 
Elijah  McCoy  (1843-1929). 
Educated  in  Scotland  as  a 
mechanical  engineer,  McCoy 
settled  in  Detroit  on  his  return  to 
the  United  States,  and  started  ex¬ 
perimenting  with  a  cup  that 
regulated  the  flow  of  oil  onto 
moving  parts  of  machines. 

In  1872,  he  was  granted  a  pa¬ 
tent  for  the  first  automatic 
lubricator.  No  longer  did 
machines  have  to  be  stopped  for 
oiling;  his  new  device  revolu¬ 
tionized  the  machine  industry. 
McCoy  established  his  own  firm 
and  obtained  patents  for  addi¬ 
tional  inventions,  such  as  a  “iron¬ 
ing  table”  and  a  lawn  sprinkler; 
however,  his  major  contribution 
was  to  become  so  popular  that 
persons  inspecting  new  equip¬ 
ment  generally  asked  if  it  contain¬ 
ed  the  “real  McCoy,”  meaning 
the  McCoy  oiling  device.  This 
helped  popularize  an  American 


expression,  meaning  the  “real 
thing.” 

Lewis  H.  Latimer 
(1848-1928),  a  member  of 
Thomas  Edison’s  research  team, 
made  outstanding  contributions  to 
the  development  and  commer¬ 
cialization  of  the  electric  light. 
Bom  in  Boston,  Latimer  first 
worked  as  a  draftsman  in  a  patent 
office.  He  later  became  interested 
in  electric  lighting  and  began  a 
long,  productive  career  in  the 
field,  during  which  he  both 
patented  a  process  for  making 
carbon  filament  for  light  bulbs 
and  invented  the  bulb’s  threaded 
socket. 

In  1884,  Latimer  joined  the 
Edison  electric  Light  Company, 
where  he  did  research  and,  in 
1890,  wrote  Incade scent  Electric 
Lighting ,  a  book  which  became 
the  guide  for  lighting  engineers. 
For  many  years,  he  served  as  an 
expert  witness  in  court  battles 
over  Edison’s  patents.  At 
Latimer’s  death,  the  Edison 
Pioneers,  of  which  he  was  a 
charter  member,  attributed  his 
“important  inventions*'  to  a 
“keen  perception  of  the  potential 
of  the  electric  light  and  kindred 
industries.”  Elijah  McCoy  and 
Lewis  H.  Latimer  two  of  the 
thousands  of  African-Americans 
who  made  America  great.

The  origins  of  the  festival  of 
All  Saints  are  not  known  for  cer¬ 
tain.  As  early  as  359  C.  E., 
Ephraim  of  Edessa  composed  a 
hymn  that  seems  to  indicate  that 
a  commemoration  of  all  the  mar¬ 
tyrs  was  held  on  May  13.  A  few 
decades  later  John  Chrysostom 
preached  a  sermon  which  sug¬ 
gests  that  the  church  at  Antioch 
commemorated  all  the  martyrs  on 
the  Sunday  after  Pentecost.  The 
Sunday  after  Pentecost  is  still  the 
day  for  the  commemoration  of  all 
the  saints  in  the  Eastern  churches. 
In  the  Western  church, 


November  1 ,  was  made  the  date 
for  the  feast  for  all  saints  in  835. 

All  Saints’  Day  is  the  feast  of 
the  church  in  which  all  the  peo¬ 
ple  of  God  are  commemorated  for 
their  faithfulness.  This  vast  com¬ 
munity  goes  beyond  the  boun¬ 
daries  of  race,  language, 
condition,  time,  and  even  death. 
We  remember  not  only  the  well- 
known  people  of  God,  but  also 
those  unknown  to  us,  in  whose 
lives  the  message  of  God’s  love 
is  and  has  been  realized.

As  an  engineering  student  here 
at  ULowell  your  immediate  goal 
is  to  qualify  for  your  degree.  But 
what  about  after  your  graduation? 
Other  than  earning  a  good  pay, 
-  rat  ire  your  ioog  term  goals  for 
after  yifayirc1 
One  possible  goal  is  to  become 
registered  as  a  professional 
engineer.  It  may  be  required  by 
your  employer  in  the  future  so 
that  the  company  can  place  you 
on  certain  contracts.  To  be  self- 
employed  as  a  consultant  the  state 
of  Massachusetts  requires  legal 
registration.  In  other  states  it  is 
a  requirement  to  testify  in  court 
on  the  safety,  or  other  issues  of 
a  design.  Although  it  is  not  re¬ 
quired  for  general  employment  as 
an  engineer,  if  you  ever  plan  to 
be  in  any  of  the  above  cases,  it 


is  best  to  start  preparing  now. 

The  first  step  is  to  pass  the  Fun¬ 
damentals  of  Engineering  exam.

The  minimum  re¬ 
quirements  to  take  the  exam  are 
a  B.S.  in  Engineering,  or  a  B.S. 
in  Engineering  Technology  com¬ 
bined  with  four  years  of  accep¬ 
table  experience.

When  nothing  hits  the  fan

The  past  two  weeks  have  generated  more  interest  in 
the  business  world  than  perhaps  any  other  in  recent 
memory.  Even  those  who  think  the  only  things  bears  do 
are  eat  nuts  and  hibernate  had  something  to  say  about 
the  record  drop  in  the  Stock  Market. 

But  how  many  of  those  people  had  something  to  say 
about  the  attacks  and  counter  attacks  which  occurred  in 
the  Persian  Gulf.  Or  the  continued  delays  in  setting  a  date 
for  an  arms  summmit.  Both  of  which  occurred  at  the  same 
time  as  the  market  crash.

I 
applaud  his  expression  of  student 
interest  in  improving  the 
Libraries. 

The  closing  over  a  long  holiday 
weekend  follows  a  pattern 
established  over  several  years  and 
reflects  low  use  by  students  dur¬ 
ing  those  times.  That  pratice  is 
being  re-evaluated  and  will  be 
changed  for  the  remainder  of  this 
academic  year.  In  regard  to  loca¬ 
tion  signs,  the  Libraries  nave 
recently  installed  over  $2,000 
worth  of  signage  and  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  improve  directional  infor¬ 
mation  to  help  students  locate 
resources. 

The  University  Libraries  add¬ 
ed  about  1 .4  million  dollars  worth 
of  new  materials  during  the  past 
year.

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Listening  to  the  legend  of  Buddy  Holly 


A  Retrospective 

By  Randy  Edgar 

In  a  high  school  English  course  autobiography. 

Buddy  Holly  wrote, “My  life  has  been  what  you 
might  call  an  uneventful  one,  and  it  seems  there  is 
not  much  of  interest  to  tell... I  have  many  hobbies. 

Some  of  these  are  hunting,  fishing,  leatherwork. 
reading,  painting,  and  playing  western  music.  I  have 
thought  about  making  a  career  out  of  western  music 
if  I  am  good  enough,  but  I  will  just  have  to  wait 
to  see  how  that  turns  out."  When  he  died  in  1959. 
at  age  22,  he  left,  in  the  words  of  Malcom  Jones. 

“a  dazzling  series  of  firsts  in  an  era  in  which 
everyone  followed  the  flock. 

This  is  no  exaggeration.  Holly  was  one  the  first 
white  rock  stars  to  perform  his  own  material.  His 
group,  the  Crickets,  was  probably  the  first  to  feature 
the  later  standard  lead/rhythm/bass/drums  lineup. 

He  was  the  first  rock  and  roll  artist  to  use  strings 
on  record.  He  was  also  one  of  the  first  people  to 
popularize  the  Fender  Stratocaster  electric  guitar, 
a  full  decade  before  Eric  Clapton  started  using  one. 

As  for  his  appearance,  he  was  the  first  rock  and  roll 
star  with  the  nerve  to  wear  glasses  on  stage. 

His  influences  included  such  diverse  musical 
strands  as  the  blues,  country,  western  swing,  black 
gospel,  and  Baptist  church  tunes.  His  amazing  talent 
enabled  him  to  harness  these  influences  into  his  own 
unique  sound.  To  this  musical  base,  he  applied  his 
excellent  lead  guitar,  his  child-like  vocal  phrasing, 
and  his  themes  of  young  love. 

He  became  a  major  influence  for  the  likes  of  the 
Beatles  (Paul  McCartney  now  owns  the  rights  to 
Holly’s  music),  the  Kinks,  the  Hollies  (just  look  at 
their  name),  the  Everly  Brothers,  Bob  Dylan, 

Creedence  Clearwater  Revival,  and  countless 
others. 

Today,  his  recordings  are  amazing  for  their 
freshness  and  vitality,  but  most  of  all  for  their

Buddy  Holly’s  influence  on  popular  music  is 
almost  incalculable.  The  Beatles  and  the  Rolling 
Stones  are  just  two  of  the  groups  that  have  been  in¬ 
fluenced  by  him.  Mick  Jagger  said  of  Holly,  “He 
is  a  true  original.”  His  untimely  death  was  truly 
“the  day  the  music  died.” 

This  compact  disc  was  compiled  from  the  first 


compact  disc  review 


generation  master  tapes.  It  contains  all  the  major 
hits  from  his  short  career:  “That’ll  Be  The  Day," 
“Oh  Boy,”  “Not  Fade  Away,”  “Maybe  Baby,” 
“Peggy  Sue,”  and  “It’s  So  Easy."  It  also  contains 
more  obscure  songs  that  are  just  as  addicting  as  his 
“hits.”  “Everyday”  sounds  like  it  could  have  been 
recorded  yesterday.  “Listen  To  Me”  is  a  haunting 
ballad  that  stays  with  you  long  after  it  is  finished. 

The  quality  of  this  CD  is  excellent.  All  the  sounds 
are  clear  and  unmuddled  and  have  a  minimum  of 
background  noise.  The  guitar  break  on  “Peggy 
Sue”  is  sonically  astounding.  The  truly  remarkable 
thing,  however,  is  that  many  of  the  recordings  are 
in  true  stereo.  Most  oldies  CD’s  have  electronical¬ 
ly  reproduced  stereo  that  places  all  the  highs  in  one 
channel  and  the  lows  in  the  other.  This  CD  has  the 
original  stereo  and  mono  versions  as  Holly  record¬ 
ed  them. 

The  only  complaints  I  have  of  the  packaging  are 
the  absence  of  liner  notes,  and  some  of  my  favorite 
songs  were  not  included.  It  would  have  been  nice
